In regard to the settlement of the 
city of Calgary's controversy with 
the Canadian Western Natural Gas, 
Light, Heat and Power Company as 
riven below, The Macleod Times in 
an interview with a responsible of- 
ficial of the Gas Company, was in- 
formed that the reduction of 5c 
applies not only in Calgary but over 
the entire distribution line of the 
company, and becomes effective at 
Macleod and other points from and 
after the November (1925) meter 
reading, dependent only on a formal 
consent order from patrons and from 
the Gas Company to the Public 
Utility Board agreeing to the re- 
duction as under conditions as out- 
lined below: 


CALGARY, Oct. 5.—The city of 
Calgary has won a sweeqing victory 
in its fight with the Gas Production 
and Transportation, Limited, and the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas, 
Light, Heat and Power Company, 
owned by the International Utilities 
Limited. 


The Gas Production and Trans- 
portation, Limited, is obliterated 
from the local gas situation and will 
transfer the new Turner Valley pipe 
line to the Canadian Western Com- 
pany which distributes gas in Cal- 
gary. 

The temporary gas rate in Cal- 
gary is cut from the present figure 
of 48 cents net to a new rate of 
43 cents net which will obtain until 
the rate is again reviewed by the 
Public Utility Board on October 
31, 1916. 

These are the outstanding points 
in a statement issued in Edmonton, 
Monday morning, by the Alberta 
provincial government; outlining the 


settlement achieved mainly through 
the instrumentality of Mayor Geo-

| SWEET CLOVER AS A PASTURF 
CROP. y 

In recording the results of experi- 
ments at the Brandon, Man., Ex- 
perimental Farm, Mr. R. A. Nerick 
has something to say about sweet 
clover as a pasture crop. With few 
exceptions, he says, it has given ex- 
cellent results. Cattle have been 
pastured with no ill effects. The 
milk supply was completely main- 
tained and no complaints have been 
received relative to its odor or flav- 
our, There is no doubt, however, 
Mr. Derick (remarks in continuance, 
that this clover nfakes an extremely 
soft feed when fed alone and as a 
consequence it is advisable to give 
the animals access to dry roughage. 
Unless the crop is kept well pastur 
ed down the growth may bec 
rank and coarse and less pals 
Also some of the plants may ripe 
seed and produce volunteer plants 
after the pasture is ploughed up. 
As a hog pasture sweet clover has 
gained certain distinction. Close 
pasturing late in the fall is not de- 
sirable, it being: preferable to have 
some growth for winter protection. 
Sweet clover, Mr. Derick in conclud 
ing his remarks on this section 
points out, is able to withstand the 
effects of pasturing somewhat better 
than alfalfa and for this reason as 
well as because of its rapid recovery, 
it is possible to use the first year’s 
crop.

+MAKING AND CARING FOR CUT- 
TINGS OF TREES AND SHRUBS 


Cuttings should be taken from 
healthy plants and not from parts 
_which give an unhealthy appearance. 
Cuttings from trees such as willows, 
Russian and northwestern poplars 
strike root from either old or young 
wood, while cuttings from most oth- 
er trees strike root more readily and 
make better growth when taken 
from well-matured shoots of the 
current year, 

Cuttings of willow, popular and 
Tartarian honeysuckle as well as 
gooseberries and currants should be 
taken preferably in the fall; they 
may, however, be taken in the early 
spring before the buds burst. Cut- 
tings should be from six to eight 
inches in length. 

A pit dug before freeze-up is a 
convenient place to store over win- 
ter. When boards are placed over the 
pit the snow is kept out, thereby per- 
mitting of early spring planting. 

Cuttings should be planted as 
early in the spring as possible. 
Planting at an angle of forty-five 
degrees and allowing one or two 
buds above ground has been found 
satisfactory, provided the soil has 
been well firmed around the cutting. 
During the planting process, the cut- 


= tings should not be allowed to dry 


out. A simple method of preventing 
drying-out is to carry cuttings in a 
pail of water when planting, 

A good practice is to set the cut- 
tings in a small plot in the autum 
and to transplant to a permanent 
| aation the following spring. When 
this method is followed, the cuttings 
are set in the small plot in rows 
eighteen inches apart with six inch 
spacing in the row.
